going to the Capital city t<> be at his 
b ed sid e. 
Yesterday evening she received a 
telephone message from the employer 
of tier son. who said that young Dud­ 
geon had been very seriously injured 
in . a accident. 
From all that Mrs. 
Dudgeon could learn over the phone, 
her s<tii was lying in a critical condi­ 
tion and that bis eyes wore so 'af­ 
fected that lie would never he able to 
see again. * She left for Indianapolis 
last night to learn the true nature of 
his injuries and has not yet returned. 
It is said that he is so badly hurt that 
it v ill be impossible to move him.

President has issued the order, which 
places all assistants under the civil 
service rules. 
It is said that money - 
order clerks in third class offices—- 
the assistants are designated by 'that 
name below the second class offices— 
may also he placed in the civil ser­ 
vice.

When the order was first reported 
to have come from Washington last 
April, the assistant postmasters ev­ 
erywhere were very ranch elated and 
then they suffered a severe jolt when 
they learned that it was untrue. 
But 
there i- every reason to believe that 
the present order is official as it is 
sent out from Washington 
by the 
President. 
A Washington dispatch 
explains in detail: 
As a first result ,ol‘ the Cabinet ses­ 
sions, which are in progress in the 
White House, it was announced today 
that President 
Taft 
would 
issue 
an order placing approximately 8,000 
asswdjjnt postmasters in the United 
States under the protection of the 
civil service law and taking them en­ 
tirely out of politics. 
It was said 


also that the President would recom­ 
mend to Congress this fall that all 
second and third class postmaster 
bo placed under civil service rules. 
About 7.022 assistant postmaster- 
will be affected by the order. 
If the 
recommendations as to 
second and 
third class postmasters arc adopted 
by C o n g ress 7,108 additional post­ 
masters will be placed under civil 
service regulations. 
Postmaster 
General 
Hitchcock 
made the recommendations to Presi­ 
dent Taft both 
as to tin 1 
assistant 
postmasters and to the officials of the 
second and third class. 
Mr. ITitchcoek went in to the Post- 
office Department from the manage­ 
ment of the Taft campaign. 
lie act­ 
ed as chairman 
<*f the 
Republican 


national committee. 
The policy pur­ 


sued by President Taft h as taken the 
postmaster general out of his politi­ 
cal situation. 
This lias been to hi- 
liking, it is said, and has enabled him 
to go ahead 
with his

reformation of postal service.

just g iven an interesting interview to 
Louis Ludlow of the Star on the high 
cost of living of which the following 
is an extract. 
In the main, what is known 
a s the 
hig h cost of living is due, Mr. Per­ 
kins thinks, to the fact that people 
are living better today than ever be­ 
fore, and are enjoying comfort and 
conveniences their ancestors 
never 
dreamed of. 
lie rejoices in the fact 
that laboring men and their families 
are able to live so well and to sur­ 
round themselves with so many im­ 
provements that g ive zest to living . 


Mr. Perkins is not convinced that 
he wants to see an era of real low 


and flooring is very hard, work. To­ 
day the same man earns $3.50 a day 
for an eig ht hour turn. 
Of course it 
costs him more to live, but he can 
afford it.” 


Mr. Perkins said he was not “so 
much opposed’” to the hig h cost of 
living , so called. 


“ It means,” said lie, “ that men are 
no long er satisfied with a full stom­ 
ach, but are striving for better condi­ 
tions in every way. 
Twenty-five or 
fifty years ag o we had poverty, and 
lots of it. 
I will venture the asser­ 
tion that if you will searck throug h 
the books of the trustee of this town­ 
ship you will find that 
more relief 
work was done forty years ag o than 
is required nowadays notwithstand­ 
ing the very g reat increase in popu­ 
lation. 
“People are demanding 
a 
better 
and hig her g rade of living than they 
ever demanded before, and that ac­ 
counts, in larg e measure, for what is 
known as the hig h cost 
of 
living ;. 


1 fruits and the like out of season nev­ 
er occurred to us. We waited for our

peals, F rederick K. Collins, Chem u ng. 
T he whole ticket, save governor was 
nam ed b y acclam ation. 
At 11:20 the 
b alloting for governor b egan. 
It w as 
soon seen that Dix wou ld easily b e the 
nom inee of the convention.
